Chicago scientists have 
found @ practical method to 
convert atomic energy direct- 
ly into electricity.

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Kim also served in the 
hussian Army, reportedly as 
1 commander of a Korean 
unit which fought at Stalin- 
ered. He was awarded the 
Order of Lenin and rose to 
the rank of a full colonel in 
the Red Army by the end 
of the war 

Kim Il Sung thus absorbed 
the principles of guerrilla war, 
and the Russian techniques, 
first of trading space for time 
in defence and subsequently 
the Red Army's offensive 
techniques, the wide-sweep- 
mg flanking attacks, the in- 
filtrations, the mass frontal 
attacks without regard for 
manpower losses, and the de- 
vastating efforts to annihilate 
the enemy's strength rather 
than thrusting through his 
weakness. All of these of- 
fensive techniques were used 
curing the southward drive; 
there is no reason to believe 
that the more firmly planted 
defensive techniques have 
been forgotten 


Kim's top subordinate is 
Ch’oi Yung Kun, Defence 
Minister and Commander-in- 
Chief of the North Korean 
People’s Army. 

He was born in Pyongyang 
and, during his middie school 
duys in the early 1920's, he 
led student strikes and riots 
against the Japanese. He fled 
to China in 1925. attended a 


military academy at Nanking 
and tiater. according to the 
best available information, 


‘oined Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai--shek in the Northern 
Expedition. He broke with 
Chiang and joined the Chi- 
nese Communists who gave 
him a job as politica] instruc- 
tor at a Communist military 
school in the early 1930's. 
Ch’oi was always active in 
Korean exile politics. He 
joined the Korean Indepen- 
dence Alliance in 1937 and 
served with the Korean Vo- 
lunteer Army in Manchuria 
from 1941 to 1945. He was 
in Manchuria when the Rus- 
sians arrived in 1945, and 
accompanied the Red Army 
into Koree. The Russians ap- 
pointed him head of the De- 
partment of Public Safety

during the occupation period 
and, khfter the Russian spon- 
sored North Korean govern- 
ment came into being, he was 
named Commander-in-Chief 
of the new army. 


Ch'oi’s closest rival is Kim 
Mu Chong, probably the best 
of the North Korean com- 
manders. Ch’'oi, however, is 
prominent in North Korean 
politics, for which reason he 
outranks Kim in the military 
hierarchy. 

From Eighth Route Army 

Kim Mu Chong, an old-time 
guerrilla leader and anti-Ja- 
panese revolutionist, gained 
fame as an artillery com- 
mander in the Chinese Com- 
munist Eighth Route Army. 
He established the Yenan 
Communist artillery school 
and, after outbreak of the 
Sino-Japanese war, organized 
an anti-Japanese Korean vo- 
lunteer army. He became its 
chief, and returned to Py- 
ongyang from Yenan, the Chi- 
nese Communist capital, in 
December 1945. 

Another outstanding North 
Korean commander is Kim 
Chang Dok, commander of 
the .North Korean Fifth Di- 
vision which was instrumental 
in forcing the recent break- 
through on the east coast. 
Kim Chang Dok also served 
with the Chinese Communist 
Eighth Route Army as as- 
sistant division commander 
of the lith Independent Di- 
vision. In China he was 
known as Lee Duk Song.
